was always unbroken cordiality between the murderer and Rajab Ali, the man 
killed, and that this unforeseen misha otcurred because the murderer wag 
drunk (at the time). Inspi‘e of all this evidence in favour of the accused, the 
J udge awarded him seven years im e whereas for Myers it was just 
730 days or two years, Herein lies the distinction between the English and 
the Bengali murderer. Herein lies the sham of 3 justice. — 
Another casé was tried on the same day before the same Judge. Though 
this affair did not go far, the amount of punishment has proved to be two and-a- 
half times that of Myers. The facts of this case are—Shekb Abdul and eight 
others were accu of rioting. Not only have those of them who had reall 
taken part in the rioting been given eight years’ imprisonment, but also two 
of those who were simply present at the scene of occurrence, /athia in hand, 
have each been sentenced to six months’ rigorous imprisonment, And yet as
